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School bus crash kills two children 


Gallatin rescue workers respond to accident 


More than ten Gallatin 
County medics, firemen 
and EMS members were 
among the rescue workers 
who rushed to the scene of 
a fatal school bus wreck 
near Carrollton, Monday 
afternoon. 

The accident occurred 
at the 3200 block of Boone 
Rd. in Carroll County at 
about 4:30 p.m. when a 
bus carrying nine three- 
year old Carroll County 
pre-school students, left 
the road, overturned and 
hit a tree. Two of the stu¬ 
dents, Ryder Deitz and 
Caroline Tuttle, died. 


Four other students 
were injured but the bus 
driver and another adult 
on board survived. Three 
of the injured children 
were flown via medi¬ 
cal helicopter to Kosair 
Children’s Hospital in 
Louisville and one child 
was taken to University 
of Kentucky Hospital in 
Lexington. 

The female bus driv¬ 
er was taken to Carroll 
County Memorial Hospi¬ 
tal as a precaution and for 


a routine drug test, said 
State Police Trooper Brad 
Arterbum. The adult as¬ 
sistant on the bus was also 
flown to the hospital but 
her condition isn’t known. 

“It was horrific,” said 
Gallatin County Fire 
Chief Barry Alexander. 
“The body of the bus 
separated from the frame 
on impact and many of 
the children were trapped 
in the wreckage. My son 
(W. B. Alexander) was the 
first Gallatin County res¬ 


cue worker on the scene. 
He described the situa¬ 
tion to us as we were on 
the way so we knew what 
to expect when we got 
there.” 

Alexander said it’s still 
not known what caused 
the bus to leave the nar¬ 
row, unlined country road. 

“There was some ma¬ 
jor entrapment,” said Al¬ 
exander. “We could only 
see the hand of one little 
fellow sticking up through 
the wreckage. We got him 


out of there and to safety 
but it wasn’t easy. I be¬ 
lieve he’ll survive and I’m 
grateful. I feel so sorry for 
the kids who didn’t make 
it and for their families. 
There can be no greater 
tragedy than losing a 
young child like that.” 

The crash happened as 
the Carroll County Head 
Start bus was taking chil¬ 
dren home after school. 
The state police said 
weather didn’t appear to 
be factor. 

Although it was windy 
at the time, it wasn’t rain¬ 
ing and the pavement 
was dry. It wasn’t known 
whether speed was a fac¬ 
tor and Alexander said 
everyone on the bus was 
wearing a seatbelt as re¬ 
quired by law. 

There are conflicting 
reports as to whether an¬ 
other vehicle may have 
somehow been involved. 

Carroll County is the 
same county where a trag¬ 
ic bus crash made national 


headlines 24 years ago. In 
that crash near Carrollton 
on May 14,1988, a drunk¬ 
en driver going the wrong 
way on Interstate 71 ran 
head on into a church bus. 

The bus exploded into 
flames that killed 24 chil¬ 
dren and three adults. 
The wreck led to tougher 
drunk driving laws and 
stricter safety guidelines 
for buses. 

“Buses are a lot safer 
these days,” said Alexan¬ 
der who also responded to 
the 1988 crash. “The bus 
on Monday reacted just 
like it was supposed to or 
we could have lost many 
more children.” 

Besides Alexander and 
his son, the other Gallatin 
County emergency work¬ 
ers who responded to the 
accident included: Kayla 
Dopf, Mike Dalton, Chris 
Combs, Josh Willoby, Mi¬ 
randa Raisor, A. J. Web¬ 
ster, Chip Boots, Steve 
Zimmer and Bud Webster. 
A Gallatin County fire 
truck and ambulance were 
also used to assist emer¬ 
gency personnel.

Group hopes to save Craigs Creek 


About 50 people at¬ 
tended last Saturday 
morning’s meeting of the 
Craigs Creek Lake As¬ 
sociation. The organiza¬ 
tion was formed to save 
and reclaim Craigs Creek 
Lake, one of Gallatin 
County’s most treasured 
natural attractions. 

Many of the people at 
the meeting, held at War¬ 
saw City Hall, own prop¬ 
erty in Hillandale, Sce¬ 


nic View or on Fogg Rd. 
They hope to find a way to 
dredge out the lake, which 
is a large backwater cove 
of the Ohio River located 
above the Markland Dam. 

“Our beautiful lake is 
in serious trouble because 
it’s quickly filling up with 
silt and mud,” explained 
John Ruter who lives in 
the Hillandale and has 
been working for four 
years to find a way to 


reclaim and protect the 
lake. “Many homeowners 
who had lakeside frontage 
ten years ago, only have 
muck in their yards now.” 

“There’s nowhere like 
Craigs Creek Lake any¬ 
where on the Ohio Riv¬ 
er,” said Carol Spitzer, 
owner of Pier 99 Marina. 
“We have to do some¬ 
thing before its too late. “I 
now have 12 slips I can’t 
use because the water is 
gone.” 

Ruter said there are 
probably several reasons 
why the lake is filling up 
with silt but he said the 
construction of Kentucky 
Speedway is partially to 
blame. 

“The speedway has 
paved over or graveled 
7.2 square miles of prop¬ 
erty,” said Ruter. “There 
are three streams on the 
speedway’s property that 
empty into Craigs Creek 
and they’re all carrying 
silt into the lake.” He 


hopes the speedway will 
help the association find 
a solution to the problem. 

Ruter said the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers, 
which controls the lake, is 
aware of the problem and 
has agreed to help. He’s 
also working with the 
Kentucky Division of Wa¬ 
ter and elected officials in 
the area, including Galla¬ 
tin County Judge/execu¬ 
tive Ken McFarland, who 
attended the meeting. 

One dredging com¬ 
pany estimated it would 
cost more than $1 million 
to dredge the lake. Ruter 
said funding is needed, 
not only for that, but also 
for finding a way to pre¬ 
vent silt from entering the 
lake. 

“Craigs Creek can be 
one of Kentucky’s finest 
tourist attractions,” said 
Ruter. “If we restore and 
promote it, the lake can do 
wonderful things for Gall-

There’s no 
electric stove, refrigerator, heat or air 
conditioning. In the country, however, 
you can always build a fire that will keep 
you warm and let you cook. If you build 
a fire in New York City, there’s a good 
chance your entire apartment building 
will go up in smoke. 

If Mother Nature brings high water to 
Gallatin County, you can always hop in 
your car and get out of town. You prob¬ 
ably should take a chain saw in case a 
tree has fallen across a road but there’s 
a good chance you can retreat to a safe 
place without too much trouble. 

Getting out of New York City isn’t so 
easy when the water rises. For one thing, 
many people don’t even own a car there. 
Even if they do, New York is an island 
and the only ways off it are through a tun¬ 
nel or over a bridge. Tunnels get flooded 


so you can’t go that way and the wait to 
cross one of the bridges could be days.

Commonwealth burdened by debt and taxes 


This is the season political junk¬ 
ies live for. Presidential elections, 
with all of their twists and turns, 
polls and prognostications, are what 
we crave. 

The most recent debate between 
Gov. Romney and President Obama 
was great political theater. But most 
Americans are not enjoying their 
current economic lives. 

Around 23 million are struggling 
to find employment. Gas prices are 
off the charts. And with the looming 
federal health care reform known as 
Obamacare - our tax burden is get¬ 
ting ready to be heavier than a bag of 
Fort Knox gold. 

Actually, while it’s bad out there 
across the nation, it’s even worse 
here in the commonwealth. 

The current visionless guberna¬ 
torial administration wants to manu¬ 
facture its own legacy: we didn’t 
have any money, but we kept the 
ship of state afloat. Its supporters 
think we should show more grati¬ 
tude for our benevolent leaders in 
Frankfort-especially Gov. Beshear, 
as if he were our grand Government 
Papa - that saw the commonwealth 
through these dark days. 

The economic evidence is scant, 
at best, for such a legacy narrative. 
Even as the national unemployment 
rate dropped a bit to 7.8 percent, 
Kentucky’s actually increased be¬ 
tween August and September and 
now stands at 8.5 percent. Many 
counties have more than 13 percent 
of their workforce unemployed. 

During that period, more than 
700 jobs in the state’s health-care 
industry alone disappeared - faster 
than debate moderator CNN’s Can¬ 
dy Crowley could tell Gov. Romney 
to “sit down.” 

A primary reason those jobs no 
longer exist is because of the pres¬ 
sures brought to bear by Obamacare, 
which is forcing down reimburse¬ 
ment rates to health care providers. 

It was hoped that such policies 


would drive down health care costs for 
individual Kentuckians. So far, the fed¬ 
eral health care reform has succeeded 
only in putting hundreds more Ken¬ 
tuckians out of work as providers ad¬ 
just to the lower rates for their services 
by cutting positions. 

But the problems are not limited 
to the health care sector. Hundreds of 
manufacturing and professional servic¬ 
es jobs also were lost just during that 
stretch. 

Yet - and here’s where most Ken¬ 
tuckians should be scratching their 
heads - during that same period, when 
hundreds of good jobs in the private 
sector disappeared, the government 
sector added 800 jobs. 

So, while thousands of coal miners, 
manufacturers and health-care workers 
stand in unemployment lines, govern¬ 
ment employment is growing - adding 
positions with their costly perks and 
benefits, at the expense of the already 
completely overwhelmed taxpayers. 

If you think Frankfort is teeming 
with hard work these days about how 
to solve these problems, think again. 

The governor is out distributing 


hundreds of thousands of road-fund 
dollars in districts where some of his 
get-along, go-along incumbent politi¬ 
cal pals are in tough reelection fights. 

I’m sure it’s much more fun for the 
governor to give away your tax dol¬ 
lars to help save the political skins of 
his comrades than it is to, say, fix the 
state’s faltering Medicaid program or 
deal with the commonwealth’s bloated 
debt.. 

In fact, a new Institute for Truth in 
Accounting report ranks Kentucky near 
the very bottom (No. 46) with regards 
to state debt and taxpayer burden. 

“This state’s bills greatly exceed its 
assets,” the report declared. 

Guess who pays? According to the 
ITA report, which labels Kentucky a 
“sinkhole” state, the burden for this 
debt adds up to $23,500 for every sin¬ 
gle Kentucky taxpayer. 

So, enjoy the flurry and hoopla of 
the political season while you can. 

Kentucky’s sinkhole remains.

Frost has a tendency 
to concern many garden¬ 
ers. Some people believe 
greens become poisonous 
after a frost. Greens like 
mustard, kale and collards 
actually develop a more 
enhanced flavor after a 
frost. Cool temperatures 
slow the internal respira¬ 
tion of the greens, allow¬ 
ing more sugars to ac¬ 
cumulate, making them 
slightly sweeter. One 
exception, however, is 
rhubarb, which becomes 
toxic after exposure to a 
hard freeze. 

Myths involving frost¬ 
ed sweet potato roots also 
exist. Many producers 
believe that sweet potato 
roots become poisonous 
after a frost, but they ac¬ 
tually just rot. Sweet po¬ 
tatoes are warm season 
crops and will not toler¬ 
ate a vine-killing frost.
